T H E CONVINCING ARGUMENT. 


Henry Clews, New York financier, in his week ly letter which deals in 


part with the war and the Fourth Liberty Loan which is approaching, says: 


Preparations which are in progress may be expected and may, 1 am 


confident, be depended upon to mak e the distribution of our Treasury's 


fourth war loan a thorough success. 
There is no duty more important, more 


urgent nor in which every American citizen can assist more patriotically. 


As was to have been expected after the brilliant successes of the Allied a r m ­ 


ies In the last few week s, a peace offensive has been started by the enemy. 


It is lik ly to continue, and it is all im portant that the insincerity of its 


purpose should be properly and promptly appraised. 
W hat has happened 


in the last three months of the enemy’s severe reverse is appreciated in 


Potsdam quite as effectively as at home here. 
One of th mightiest drives 


ever arranged in military history was begun against the Allied armies on 


March 21. 
It made great progress toward the accomplishment of its two 


main objectives, namely, of capturing Paris and the Channel ports. 
Sud­ 


denly the tables were turned. 
The foe was driven back relentlessly. 
He 


still is being driven back , and all must agree that the tide of battle has 


changed. 


The explanation is not difficult to appreciate. 
Aside front waiting until 


the attack s had brought the enemy into a vulnerable position the Allied 


commander found tha t with the new American arnty which had been placed 


at his disposal he had reserve force that would justify him in tak ing the 


initiative. 
This he at once did. 
Successful attack s have continued ever 


since and may, with, of course, occasional reactions, be expected to contin­ 


ue right along. 
Meanwhile it Is stated officially tha t practically within one 


year we have been able to send 1.600,000 well equipped troops overseas. We 


have another 1,600,000 now in service, awaiting training and tra nsporta ­ 


tion. 
Our W ar D epartm ent’s plans contemplate an army of no less than 


4,800,000 men as its maximum strength next spring. 
If additional troops 


then should be needed there is still a large surplus to draw from. 
There is 


to be no shortage of men from our own country to win the war. 


But all this requires that ample financial resources be made at once 


available. 
The enemy is undoubtedly fully advised of the extent of our mil­ 


itary possibilities. 
What now is paramount is that he shall have dem onstra­ 


tion of a most practical character of the popular enthusiasm n the form of 


a large over-subscription of the war loan whose distribution 
. about to be­ 


gin. 
The loan, although its exact total has at this writing not as yet been 


announced, will, it is understood, be the largest similar single transaction 


ever entered into by any country. 
To m ak e it a full success will require the 


co-operation of all Americans and all branches of our national activities. 


Such co-operation is assured.

WHY BUILDING IS STOPPED. 


For anyone hereafter to erect any sort of new building or do any sort 


of construction work , except in five specified classes, he must have a per­ 


mit from the Priorities Division of the W ar Industry Board. 
Application 


for such a permit must be made to the State Council of Defense. 


The effect of this order is to discourage construction work which does 


not contribute directly or indirectly toward winning the war. 
That was the 


intention of the W ar Industries Board, for D. R. McLennan, Chief of the 


Non-War Construction Section, Priorities Division of the Board, in his let­ 


ter of instructions to all State Councils of Defense said: 


“ It is, I feel sure, unnecessary to remind you, and through you all of 


the people of your respective states, that this nation’s business— your busi­ 


ness and my business— is WAR, and all other considerations must he sub­ 


ordinated to the param ount purpose of winning the war. 
Anything that 


interferes directly or indirectly with this purpose impairs the efficiency of the 


war machine, and, to the extent of such im pairm ent, tends to prolong the 


war. 


“ No loyal American can with any patience contemplate giving to our 


military authorities less than ALL of their requirements to enable them in 


the shortest possible time to mobilize and bring to bear against the enemy 


the concentrated force of splendidly equipped armies. 
This c a n only be ac- 


compllshed through the strictest economies in war materials, labor, fuel 


and transportation. 
\ 


"Among other economies which the Government has been compelled 


to Inaugurate is the deferring of all construction of a non-war character, 


save such as in the public interest cannot be deferred, in order that labor 


and material needed in war work may be released, and fuel and tra nsporta ­ 


tion conserved. 


"Obviously it does not follow, because there happens to be an am ple 


supply of building materials or local labor in a particular community, that 


building projects not contributing directly or indirectly to the winning of 


the war should not be curtailed, for the labor required for such construc­ 


tion Is urgently needed elsewhere in war work , and in many rases the de­ 


mand Is imperative that the fuel required in producing such bstiilding m a­ 


terials, and the tra ie ^ oita tiou ;.ci u.ce to deliver them, should be 
q on served.”
